Rusk who served as an assistant

Rusk, 51 and a Democrat, was 
said on excellent authority to head 
the list of possible appointees to 
the top Cabinet post. Rusk, w'ho 
meets with Kennedy today, is now 
head of the Rockefeller Founda­ 
tion with 
headquarters 
in New 
York. 
Kennedy 
has 
repeatedly 
de­ 
clined to comment on various pos­ 
sibilities mentioned in speculation 
on the successor to Secretary of 
State Christian A. Herter. With­ 
out fixing any date, he has said 
only that he would make his se­ 
lection soon. 
He has a conference scheduled 
today with Adlai Stevenson, twice 
the Democratic nominee for pres­ 
ident and one of the first to be 
mentioned as a possible secretary 
of state. But this speculation has 
diminished in recent days, with 
Stevenson considered a more like­ 
ly choice for some other high dip­ 
lomatic post.

Paul Robeson chooses to do that. 
He chooses to spew hate against h*s 
own c o u n ty . That is. of course, his 
right. Anyone may hate the I nked

him self said: 
"Urn here for

I ll stand up there and ting all 
night for em if they want me,
